Division, New York city, vice W. F Do- 
little, resigned; O. M. Vickery, Third Di­ 
vision, Washington, D. C.. vice Eugene 
Carrington, resigned: L M. Terrill, Fourth 
Division, Atlanta, Georgia, vice J. M Tur­ 
ner, resigned; George W. Pepper, Ninth 
Division, Cleveland, Ohio, vice F.B. Dodge 
resigned.

With the single exception of Pepper, the 
appointees named above were displaced 
during Uie last Administration, Bigelow 
in 1S85. Jackson in 1868, Vickerv in 1888 
and Terrill in 1886 
General Superintendent Bell, in speak­ 
ing of these changes, said that tney were 
made solely in the interest of good service. 
The men who were to-dav reinstated have 
been for many years closely identified with 
the Railway Mail Service, and its efficiency 
is largely due to iheir anility and energy. 
The resignations of the outgoing Superin­ 
tendents were requested, with the assur­ 
ance that there was nothing known to their 
disparagement or prejudicial to their good 
names.

MATTHEXVA* SUCCESSOR. 
Som e of th e M en XVho A re T alked Of 
F o r th e P lace. 
W ashington, March 26th.—The Justices 
of the Supreme Court are very anxious 
that the successor of Justice Matthews shall 
be appointed before the adjournment of the 
Senate. The circuit over which Mr. Mat­ 
thews presided is composed of Ohio, Mich­ 
igan, Kentucky and Tennessee, and it is 
desirable that a Justice to preside over this 
circuit be confirmed by the Senate before 
the adjournment of the Court in May. 
It is believed by the lega! profession here 
tbat Matthews’ successor wii! be appointed 
from one of the States embraced in his 
former circuit, and that any person who 
might be chosen outside the circuit would 
be opposed by the Ohio and Michigan Sen­ 
ators. In Ohio, one of the foremost law­ 
yers for the office is Louis Maxwell, of Cin­ 
cinnati. Mr. Maxwell is a young man,not 
over 40 years of age, who has attained 
great eminence in the practice of his pro­ 
fession. 
Should the President decide to give the 
place to Michigan, he might appoint Dis­ 
trict Judge Henry B. Brown, of Detroit, or 
Alfred Russell, a lawyer of distinction. 
Judge Cooley, being 63 years of age. is con­ 
sidered too old to be within the range of 
probabilities as an appointee. Benton 
Hinehett, of Saginaw, is also being consid­ 
ered as an available candidate by the Mich­ 
igan delegation in Congress.

T he C anadian P rem ie r Sees N othing 
A larm ing In th e hituation. 
Ottaw a, March 26th.—Sir John Macdon­ 
ald. the Canadian Premier, was interviewed 
yesterday regarding President Harrison’s 
Behring Sea proclamation and how it af­ 
fected Canadian interests and claims in 
these waters. The Premier seemed con­ 
siderably puzzled endeavoring to ascertain 
exactly what Harrison intended to have 
understood by the proclamation. “I don’t 
consider the proclamation,” said he. "of 
any interest whatever to Canada, because it 
doesn’t affect us.” 
“But Canadian vessels have been seized 
for sealing in Behring Sea and your Gov­ 
ernment has protested.” 
"I know that, but Harrison says ‘the 
waters of Behring Sea within the dominion 
of the United States ’ Now, officially. I do 
not, nor does the Canadian Government, 
know what these waters are, claimed to be 
within the dominion of the United States. 
In the cases of these Canadian vessels 
seized, we have demanded to know what 
the United States claim, and I understand 
that the whole eastern half of Behring Sea 
is claimed, though I have received no offi­ 
cial intimation to that effect. We certainly 
Bhould dispute such an absurd claim; in 
fact, we have disputed it. In my opinion, 
President Harrison’s proclamation does not 
intend that the whole sea shall be made a 
mare clausum, for it applies to American 
vessels as well as foreigners. 
CAUTION AND TRUDENCU NECESSARY. 
“ The story that McLaughlin Bros., of 
Victoria, had official information last vear 
from Ottawa that there would be no seiz­ 
ures for poaching ou the Alaska seal pre­ 
serves is wholly without foundation. We 
received complaints here about the Mc­ 
Laughlins, but could find no evidence so 
far that they did more than many Ameri­ 
can vessels did whose owners considered 
Behring sea open to all except within a 
certain distance of the shore line. We 
have had many inquiries from the Pacific 
coast as to the status of the Behring sea 
sealeries. The questions are asked because 
the summer season isapproaching, and the 
people there are anxious to engage in the 
business if allowable, but the answer has 
invariably been that the matter is now 
being arranged between Great Britain and 
the United States, and that caution and 
prudence would help the Canadian case to 
a great extent.” 
THE GANAÜJLN CLAIM. 
“ What is the Canadian claim ?” 
"The Canadian claim is something sim­ 
ilar, though not so thorough or extraordi­ 
nary as that of the United States in the 
Atlantic Canadian fisheries; that is, without 
a marine league of the coast our vessels 
have tne right to fish and catch 3eals. We 
don’t acknowledge for a moment the United 
States'and Russia's alaim of ownership of 
the whole of; Behrim: Sea, and that is the 
position taken by Great Britain in the ne­ 
gotiations going forward. I do not kaow 
officially or unofficially what the United 
States’ claim is, only the semi-official ut­ 
terances ot the American press make it 
appear tbat they claim the whole sea»" 
MERELY SEALING REGULATIONS 
“ Do you think the proclamation will 
complicate international matters any ?” 
“ No; to my mind, simply, the- procla­ 
mation is made mandatory by tha law of 
the recent Congress and takes the,-nature of 
a regulation.for the gmdatice of fishermen 
rather than a notice to any foreign power 
or foreign fishermen. It will undoubtedly 
secure belter protection for the seal, a thing- 
we all desire. Whatever will he the out­ 
come of the differences regarding the extent 
of the United States’ jurisdictional claims, 
the proclamation signifies nothing in an 
international sense. It leavss the Behring 
Sea Qjaeslhia as one between nations prac­ 
tically where it was last year, and is mnch 
less formidable than the preliminar; no­ 
tices indicated.”

RIVFRS AND HARBORS. 
The 'Work of the Examining Commission 
Mapped O ut—Engineer Hall's Ideas. 
The Legislature recently passed a bill en­ 
titled “An Act to provide for the appoint­ 
ment and operation of a River Examining 
Commission.” It provides that the Gov­ 
ernor shall appoint three Commissioners to 
report upon the condition of the Sacra­ 
mento and San Joaquin rivers, with the 
view of informing our members of Con­ 
gress as to the general appearance and esti­ 
mates of cost of improving these rivers and 
restoring them to the condition in which 
they we e before hydraulic mining bad 
filled them up. 
The Governor has ap­ 
pointed Charles P. Reed, a prominent man 
of Knights Landing, Yolo county, who 
understands these river problems and has 
had an engineering education ; P. August 
Humbert, who is the engineer of the Fol­ 
som Dam and W aterpower Works, and 
William H. Hail, State Engineer, as mem­ 
bers of this commission. 
Mr. Hall was seen by a reporter a few 
days ago and asked what course the Com­ 
mission would take. 
“ I consider the rfal purpose of the Com­ 
mission,” said he, “ is to co-operate (on the 
part of the State ) more closely with the 
Government engineering work, and to as­ 
sist the member- of Congress in getting 
such special legislation as is neces; ary for 
the proper treatment of these rivets, and 
gening appropriations stiffi ieniiy iarge to . 
carry out the great works by which the ends i 
in view can be effected. Our rivers 8re 
growing worse every year instead of better, 
notwithstanding the lact that hydraulic 
mining has to a great extent been stopped. 
The appropriations made by Congress for 
the improvement of these amount to little 
or nothing as compared to the moneys that 
should be at hand for their treatment. The 
course of work ;aid<out by the Government 
engineers under these circumstances is not 
such as will effect, no matter how long it is 
carried out, the real eDd to be attained. 
The presen: works are directed only to the 
improvement of the rivers as low-water 
navigation channels, and works for these 
purposes do not and cannot improve the 
streams as flood-carrying channels. In fact, 
they often 00 damage. In this latter re­ 
spect the army engineers know very well 
they cannot effect the great ends to be at­ 
tained under the present policy of the Gov­ 
ernment. 
“ Our members of Congress cannot be 
expected to study these matters up so as to 
make a winning" fight before the Congres­ 
sional committees for special legislation 
and large appropriations such as are re­ 
quired. The state must do something with 
A view of conducting a sustained fight, ses­ 
sion after session, before the committees 
and with the members of Congress, in order 
to have this subject understood and acted 
upon. And the passage of this new law 
providing for the appointment of an Ex­ 
amining Committee seems to be a step in 
the right direction. There will be no ne­ 
cessity for any considerable expenditure of 
money on the part of this Commission 
under the law. The necessary survevs 
have, to a great extent, been made, and the 
resnlts are in the fficeof tbe State Engineer 
in Sacramento It remains to put these 
results in manageable and presentable form, 
and to get tbe whole subject so in hand 
that cur members of Congress may 
have 
some 
data, 
and 
so 
that 
the members of this Commission may ap­ 
pear betore the Congressional committees 
and urge tbe action which is so necessary. 
I suppose that the Commission will consult 
with United States Engineers in San Fran­ 
cisco. and especially with the Commission 
or Board of Engineers appointed to report 
upon hydraulic mining. And there will 
probably be some conference or convention 
with the :eading men of the San Joaquin 
and Sacramento vaiieys who are interested 
in this subject, and have views that they 
would dt?:re to lay betore the Commission. 
Then the plan would be to go on to Wash­ 
ington before the next session of Congress 
and iay the whole matter befor tbe author­ 
ities there. 
“The law also contemplates some action 
upon the part of this Commission respect­ 
ing harbors, but I do not imagine that 
anything " til be done upon that subject 
unless there are some special things upon 
which the Commission maybe instructed.” 
th e Kailway W harf. 
Monday’s R ecoep-Union had a state­ 
ment regarding the proposed construction 
of a new wharf on the river front at the 
foot of K street. Yesterday a large num­ 
ber of men were engaged in the work, a 
steam engine and pile-driver put into posi­ 
tion. The new wharf will be 250 feet in 
length with a width of 45 feet, and will be 
covered w in a shed over its entire length. 
The work will cost $10.000. and will ex­ 
tend across the 00: of K street. Its upper 
end will be used principally for the recep­ 
tion of frnit from boats. A railroad track 
will be laid in tbe shed so that the boat 
and car will be brought together, and wdi 
be of great accommodation to the down­ 
river orchardist». Tbe stationary engine 
to haul freight from the boat to tbe wharf 
will bn dispensed wiih and the loading and 
unloading done by means of elevators. 
The wharf will be completed inside of two 
months. 
Ke turned the Coin. 
George Fsylor. Sergeant-at-Arms of tbe 
Senatorial portion of the late boodle Legis-. 
lature, has returned to Controller Dunn the 
$77 80 received from the State Treasurer 
with which to pay General Backus for fees 
as a witness before the State Pii o i Investi­ 
gating Committee—when, in fact. Backus 
did not appear before tbe committee, and 
waa not even subpenaed. Faylor writes to 
tbe Controller that he received the money 
under the instruction of President White, 
but. having learned from Backus' own lips 
that he was not a witness, the coin is re­ 
turned. 
Mr. Favlor says, furthermore, 
that he has paid ail tbe witnesses for whom 
he received warrants or money. 
The River and W eather. 
The river rose another inch yesterday, 
and last evening marked 24 feet 5 inches. 
The current was quite strong, and consider­ 
able tule brush and driftwood floated down 
on the surface of the water. 
The highest and lowest Signal Service 
temperature yesterday was 70° and 51°, 
with light and variable winds until the 
afternoon, when they were fresh to brisk 
from the southwest; barometer steady, and 
weather ranging from cloudless to partly 
cloudy.

F. A. Haber, who was recently appointed 
by Governor Waterman to take the posi­ 
tion of Commissioner for California to the 
Paris Exposition, has resigned. Mr. Haber 
states that whet! he accepted the position 
he was under the impression that he coald 
be of some service to the State, bat has 
since discovered ;nat the honor and service 
were in name only, as the Legislature 
failed tij-jiake an appropriation necessary 
to carry on the work of the Commission.

W hat a Sacram entan Saw on a Trip to 
the National Capitol. 
J. O. Coleman of tbis city, who has just 
returned from a trip to the East, was met 
by a R eco rd-U n io n reporter yesterday. In 
speaking of what he saw en route, he said: 
I wish to say at the outset that the best 
railroad accommodations I found anywhere 
was on the Golden Gate special over the 
Central Pacific, which left this city on 
February 16tb. Here are found every con­ 
venience imaginable, and it will not be 
long before those vestibule trains will be­ 
come very popular with the traveling pub­ 
lic. The"accommodations on the Golden 
Gate special are superior to any other train 
in the country, and all things considered 
is th? cheapest mode of traveling. 
The first place at which I stopped waa 
Des Moines, Iowa. For two years past the 
crops had been light, the profits were 
small. There was a less disposition to 
migrate than there was two years ago. 
He had been in Des Moines fourteen years 
ago and noted on this last visit what had 
evidently been a gradual improvement of a 
substantial character. 
He also visited Bloomington, 111., a thriv­ 
ing town, and Springfield, the Capital of 
the State. The latter in the past few years 
had grown substantially, and there were 
marked improvements, especially in the 
streets. The Capitol building is larger, 
cost more and is more imposing than that 
of California, but in the absence of a park 
it fails to come up to the idea of the average 
Californian, who is used to grand lawns 
and luxuriant growths of flowers, plants 
and shrubbery. 
He arrived in the city of Washington on 
Saturday, March 2d, two days before the 
inauguration. The city was pretty well 
crowded, there beiDg delegations present 
from all sections of the Union. The hotels 
were full, and they resorted to cots in par­ 
lors and hallways. The arrangements for 
the entertainment of strangers were most 
complete, and the Committee on Public 
Comforts was quite active. Contrary to 
general expectation, the hotel and res­ 
taurant charges were quite reasonable. 
“ But, right here,” remarked Mr. Coleman, 
“ I wish to say that nowhere in the East 
can you find as good and as cheap hotel 
accommodations 33 you can in California.” 
He went to the Capitol, sent his card in 
to Congressman McKenna, who soon 
joined him and made the day a pleasant 
one. He was proud of California's delega­ 
tion. They all stand well at the National 
Capital, and Joe McKenna is looked upon 
by politicians of both parties as one of the 
safest and most influential members of 
Congress. He was the central figure in the 
Sullivan-Felton contest. He handled the 
case in a masterly manner, proved himself 
to be an able parliamentarian, and the op- 
posi.ion had to admit his ability. 
Mr. Coleman says he was particularly 
struck with the perfect manner in which 
the Committee of Arrangements provided 
for the ptoper observance of the inaugural 
ceremonies. Notwithstanding the drench­ 
ing rain, the procession was three hours in 
passing a given point. Ropes were ex­ 
tended along on each side of the wide av­ 
enues through which the procession passed, 
and policemen were stationed at every fifty 
or seventy-five feet. Thousands of Grand 
Army men were in line, many of them 
walking upon their crutches. 
Mr. Coleman had a seat on the platform 
to the 1 ear of the President, but says the 
entire literary portion of the programme 
was spoiled by the rain. The fireworks 
were postponed until two days later, andas 
the delegations stayed around the Capital 
for several days, it seemed a general holi­ 
day for a week. 
Mr. Coleman ?aid that the general im­ 
pression in Washington seemed to be that 
General Harrison would make an admir­ 
able Chief Executive. He seems to grow 
with acquaintance just as did his candi­ 
dacy during tbe campaign. Then whenever 
he said anything it helped him, and he 
made no mistakes. He is a very agreable 
gentleman personally. 
He called on the President in company 
with Representative McKenna, by whom 
he was introduced. 
“We’ve been waiting three quarters of an 
hour,” Said Mr. Coleman, “and agree that 
you will be a very tired man, and will be 
in need of a rest. We invite you to come 
out to California.’’ 
“I’d start to-day, if I could,” was the 
President’s reply. 
Santa Barbara had a citrus display in 
Washington duriD g tbe week, which was 
visited and admired by thousands of peo­ 
ple.On the 8th he left the capital on the Bal­ 
timore and Ohio Railway for the place of 
his birth, Hopkinsville. Ky. He found 
that the country was developing beyond 
his expectations. In the past twelve years 
it had more than doubled in population, 
and the business portion had been renewed. 
There was a general complaint of bad 
times, yet there was every evidence of pros­ 
perity. 
From Kentucky he started for California 
by the way of Kansas City. Here he found 
a city ot remarkable growth, wonderful 
proportions and business enterprises. In 
the State of Kansas the depots of the rail­ 
road company, as a general thing, are con­ 
structed of stone and of an attractive style 
of architecture. Tbe people there com­ 
plain of having had two or three bad sea­ 
sons. V ut the improvements one sees on 
every band, the elegant farm houses and 
outbuildings, would indicate that tt had 
been and was yeta prosperous country. 
On his return to California he came by 
the Atchison and Topeka, via Los Angeles. 
He had not been in Los Angeles for twelve 
years, and having heard so much of that 
section in the past two or three years he 
desired to verify the reports by actual in­ 
spection. It seemed to him when he en­ 
tered that valley that hp had struck an 
entirely new country. It was ad that 
she had been painted 
and more. 
It was the garden spot of all others that he 
had seen in his trip of thousands of miles. 
He felt ashamed ot the northern papers 
that had ever said slighting remarks of Los 
Angeles, and felt proud that he was a Cal­ 
ifornian and that Los Angeles was a por­ 
tion of his adopted State. He had no fears 
of its permanency and outcome. 
“ It does aman good," headded, “to goto 
Washington. One feels better satisfied 
with himself and the country. It is pleas 
ant to realize that the Nation’s Capital is 
the most beautiful city in the land, to say 
nothing ot the great public bnildings. 1 
thought when 1 was there that we ought 
all to akeapride in beautifying tbe Capital 
of California. Nearly everybody in the 
State gets to the Capital at one time or an­ 
other. 
Congress can't do too much for 
Washington; and in the same manner the 
Legislature ought to be liberal in its ap­ 
propriations for the beautifying of Sacra­ 
mento.”

W hat Did We Do W ith It? 
E ds. R ecord U n io n : The report of the 
Chief Engineer of the Water-works to the 
City Trustees for the week ending Sunday, 
March 17lh, gives the amount of water 
pumped at 18,790.750 gallons. In the re­ 
port yesterday to the Trustees for the week 
ending Sunday, Marcn 24th, the quantity 
pumped is placed at 17.459.500 gallons, 
making a difference of 1,331,250 gallons. 
Daring the week ending March 17th we 
had an abundance of ram, and no water 
was nsed for street or lawn sprinkling, 
flushing sewers, blowing out fire-plugs, or 
building purposes, etc., yet we used over 
one million and a quarter gallons more 
during the week it rained. 
By using 18.790,750 in one week, with an 
estimated population of 30,000, it places 
our water consumption at 89 gallons per 
capita per day. or nearly double that used 
by the approximate average of fifty of the 
principal cities of the United States. The 
question is, what do we do with tbis large 
amount of water per capita, as reported to 
be pumped.

A Lively Contest Expected In a Placer 
County Laud Case. 
Tbe following was handed iuto this office 
last evening for publication: 
A case of great importance to land-own- 
ers commenced yesterday in the United 
States Land Office here before Commis­ 
sioner Hetzell, viz , Mrs. Clementina De- 
meria vs. Gray Eagle Mining Company, 
and was adjourned on account, as the 
Judge said, 01 “too much prejudice.” The 
suit in question involves tbe ownership of 
lots 11 and 12, township 13 north, range 10 
east, of section 6, homesteaded by Mrs. C. 
Demeria in November, 1886. Since then a 
mine has been located on the same piece of 
ground by a wealthy San Francisco firm, 
and known as the Gray Eagle Mining Com­ 
pany, located in Spring Garden Mining 
District, Placer county, with T. G. Derning 
as Superintendent and W. McCoy as Man­ 
ager, the company comprising such well- 
known capitalists in San Francisco as 
Messrs. Horton, Searls, Francis, Stout, 
Page and others, besides numerous local 
investors, who took shares in the Gray 
Eagle, believing it (o be a good thing, 
which no doubt it is, but for whom the 
law must decide. Now, we will tell the 
shareholders of the Gray Eagle something 
they never knew before, viz.: Away back 
in 1856 there was a mining company incor­ 
porated known as the Hawkeye Mining 
Company, composed of Messrs. A. Farling, 
H. Condon, J. Condon, James Sebastian, 
N. M. Nutt, A. Woodburn, A. Tullweyer 
and others, who claimed 160 acres of laúd, 
which covers the present location of the 
Gray Eagle, and ran a tunnel and worked 
out their assessments up to 1885, without 
finding mineral in paying quantities. 
Now, Mrs. Demeria steps in and home­ 
steads the land. Next 011 the scene is T. 
G. Derning. who locates a piece of land on 
the same claim already homesteaded by 
Mrs. Demeria, and calls it the Gray Eagle. A 
mining company is formed, gold is found (?) 
a number of capitalists are “ let in ” to the 
secret, the mine is started and shares go up. 
Machinery is put in, men employed, and 
everything is lovely and the goose—the 
golden goose—hangs high; too high for 
the shareholders ever to see the color of 
her, and from information received they 
never will, but yet they mean to fight for 
the ground, and who the lawful owners 
are the Courts in tbe dim future will be 
able to tell. Parties say, and they ought to 
know, that the honorable company at San 
Francisco have been “ let in ” for — well, 
theie will be a few more assesments. and 
then it will be, Who salted that mine? and 
echo will answer, Who? 
Each side had a formidable array of wit­ 
nesses on hand, and what promised to be a 
highly sensational case was postponed. 
Had it gone on the shareholders of the 
Gray Eagle would have heard something 
drop, and it no doubt would have made a 
noise that would have been heard all over 
the Pacific Coast; and, as they say, coming 
events cast their shadows before, it looks as 
if the end is not yet.

ABUNDANCE OF WATER. 
I 


M etropolitan Theater. 
Sol Smith Russell, in “A Poor Relation,” 
had a good house last evening. The per­ 
sonality of the star held the audience in 
mirth and fixed attention. The play itself 
is very light in plot and purpose, and at 
times drags in the development of the 
story. But Russell is the chief interest in 
it. his inimitable drolleries, his mirthful 
peculiarity of manner, the repose of his 
humor, the subtle quality of his wit, made 
his comedy effort, in the character of Vale, 
one of the most artistic. It uplifted and 
buoyed the play and gave to it what inter­ 
est it had. Russell is a splendid artist in 
dry humor, and inimitable in grotesque 
character personation. He is, indeed, at 
once a genius and an artist. He is one of 
those who feels the elemental emotions 
that underlie real humor, and knows pre­ 
cisely how to interpret the one and play 
upon the other. There was nothing finer in 
his performance than the hesitating steps 
he took upon the borderland of pathos. 
His foot a dozen times pressed the thresh­ 
old of the chamber of tears, but he invari­ 
ably drew back and converted the pitv of 
the auditor into merry laughter. Hispro- 
fessional support was good, and in Miss 
Merri Osburn he had a foil of capital metal. 
She is a soubrette of uncommon brightness, 
ease and naturalness. This is to be said 
of Russell’s performance as a whole, that 
with the gauziest of material, the 
possible thread 01 story and web of plot, 
he vitalized the play and made the charac­ 
ter he assumed the pivot of the comedy, 
yet without giving it offensive or tiresome 
prominence. In the meantime he kept the 
audience in the merriest of strains by the 
droll methods peculiar to him. As the 
success of a dramatic performance is to be 
fairly judged by tbe enjoyment it gives, 
then the verdict must be one of emphasis 
in favor of Mr. Russell's Yale. To-night a 
change of bill, Mr. Russell appearing in 
the eccentric and satirical comedy, “ Be­ 
witched,” said by those who interpret 
boldly to be a farcical scream in three acts. 
In this play Mr. Russell introduces his 
character sketches, many new songs and 
odditiea.

1 >r. McKenzie's Lecture. 
The Sacramento Lecture Assoociation 
scored a great success in Dr. McKenzie last 
night. A slender, clear-eyed, light-stepping 
Scotch gentleman came forward when his 
name was spoken and began talking in 
quiet, easy, well-modulated tones.as though 
to a party of friends. In five minutes 
every man, woman and child was his 
friend in fact. It is impossible to analyze 
his address or catalogue its points " It 
moved quickly, moved with wings, as the 
subject would imply, never going above his 
hearers and never quite lettine his audi­ 
ence touch the ground. 
The speaker 
pleaded for “Castles in the Air.’’ for the 
ideals of life, the castles of boyhood and 
girlhood, of manhood and womanhood, 
the only dwelling places worth living in 
when the ten hours at the forge, the bench, 
the counter, the desk, were ended; the 
temples in which the soul was fitted for 
the daily recurring hours of toil. All 
grand things had once been ideals, the 
Corinthian column, the Roman jurispru­ 
dence, the American Continent. The only 
single moment of disappointment was 
when at the expiration of exactly sixty 
minutes the lecturer said “good night.” " 
Professor McKeown. 
Professor John McKeown, the wonderful 
horse-trainer, gave another interesting and 
instructive entertainment last evening in 
his tent on Postoffice square, the lot where 
the old Catholic Church stood, rt Seventh 
and K streets. An admirer of horses—and 
there are few who do not admire man’s 
best friend—should not fail to attend these 
performances, and witness what power man 
has over this noble animal. How he can 
make the most vicious horse understand in 
a few moments that he is not going to be 
hurt, becomes kind, docile and obedient al­ 
most instantly. Last evening bis first sub­ 
ject was a young black horse, the property 
of Mr. Sutbforth. He was a vicious ani­ 
mal, has run away with a buggy twice, and 
on one occasion came near killing his 
owner.

A Bored Well Thirty-two Inches lu Diam ­ 
eter and , 20 Feet lu Depth. 
M. R. Rose, of the Capital Iron Works of 
this city, has bored a well on R. D. 
Stephen’s place, near Mayhew Station, 
which is the largest in this section of the 
State. It is thirty-two inches in diameter 
and 120 feet in depth. It is not only the 
largest bored well in the State, but it fur­ 
nishes more water than any other. In 
fact, it is an inexhaustible reservoir that 
cannot he lowered. A sixty horsy-power 
engine works a large centrifugal pump, 
that throws over 32,000,000 gallons per day, 
more than our City Water Works pumps 
in a whole week, and what would measure 
in a ditch or canal over one thousand 
miner's inches. So strong is the supply 
that this immense volume does not in the 
least lower the source of supply, an the 
water is as clear and pure as any obtain­ 
able from the mountains. It is artesian 
water and would rise above the surface 
were it not that it passes off through a 
gravel deposit some 10 or 15 feet in depth 
that is encountered about 20 feet below the 
surface. Mr. (Rose claims that this is a 
clear demonstration of the fallacy of sur­ 
face drainage having anything to" do with 
rendering the water in bored wells impure. 
The artesian water in every instance rises 
above the surface water and passes off. 
Mr. Stephens’ water plant has cost him 
considerable money, but he is now in con­ 
dition not only to irrigate his own orchards 
and vineyards, but can supply his neigh­ 
bors for miles around.

A b o u t a M illio n a n d a H a lf L o st Dy a 
C h ica g o F ire . 
Chicago. March 26th.—The Central W are­ 
house, on Rush and North Wa er streets, 
took fire eariy this morning, and with its 
valuable store of teas, coffees aud merchan­ 
dise, was burned to the ground, eniaiiing 
an estim a.ed loss of between $1.200.000 and 
$1,600.000. 
The fire department had a very 
hard task, but succeeded in preventing the 
flames from destroying the great grain ele­ 
vators and other buildings in the vicinity. 
Alderman Manierre, Manager of the 
warehouse, grim ly remarked, as he looked 
at the ruins, that it was bis tea party, and 
that everybody was invited. 
In point of 
fact, as the water from twenty engme- 
nozzies soaked down the contents ot the 
building the basement was soon fillet! with 
water, and when the 40,000 cases of tea be­ 
gan to brew streams of tea gushed from 
the windows and doors. 
The docks were, 
for a distance of 100 feet, flooded with the 
amber colored liquid, that poured like a 
cataract into the river, and the steam aris­ 
ing from it perfumed the air for blocks 
around. 
Alderman Manierre is satisfied the fire 
w.-.s of incendiary origin, it being the third 
lire in the structure within a year, which 
can be acoounted for in no other way. The 
building was a six-story brick, which cost 
when buíit Í50 000. 
About 90 perjeent. in 


value of the contents was in bond, as it wa8 
ft bonded warehouse. 
Besides this there were several thousand 
packages o f coffee and other m iscellaneous 
articles. 
The tea was owned by firms in 
various large cities, which m akes it e x ­ 
tremely difficult to accurately estim ate the 
individual losses and the insurance.
